Mr. Auto-Lite 


Royce G. Martin. owner of Woodvale 
Farm at Lexington, gets more space on 
the financial pages and in business pub- 
lications than he does on the sports pages 
and in racing publications. for the good 
reason that, in the business world, he is 
a sort of self-made tall story. Until a few 
years ago Mr. Martin appeared a trifle 
shy about revealing some of the adven- 
tures of his earlier days. especially his 
connection with the Mexican revolutionary 
Pancho Villa, but more recently Villa has 
got into the lead or headline in the Martin 
stories. The first sentence in the most 
recent account. in the New York Times 
of April 5, is— 

“Pancho Villa’s efficiency expert played 
host at a big party at the Waldorf last 
night.” 

Occasion for the party was an Easter 
show of automobiles wearing all kinds 
of things manufactured for them by the 
Electric Auto-lite Company, a $278,000.- 
000-a-year corporation spliced together by 
Royce Martin and now turning out pro- 
ducts from 29 plants. 

Synopsis of the Martin story in the 
Times: Born 68 years ago in Clint, Texas. 
Orphaned at ten, went to live with grand- 
mother in Chicago. Lasted 28 days work- 
ing for a bank in vacation after second 
year in high school: decided he would be 
a mechanic. After graduation from a 
Chicago Catholic high school, earned $4 
a week as apprentice tool- and die-maker 
for Western Electric Company in Chicago. 
Later made tools and dies for Flint and 
Tarrant Company. Four years after fin- 
ishing high school, returned to Texas. 
Was working for Mexican National Rail- 
way in El Paso in 1909 when Villa found 
him (or probably vice versa). 

After World War I headed Automobile 
Mortgage Company of Texas. In 1924 de- 
veloped first heat indicator for automobile 
dashboard. After that. just one danged 
success after another. President and chair- 
man of Auto-lite since 1944. 

“The interviewer asked Royce if he was 
picked by Villa because of his training or 
talent as an auditor and accountant. Royce 


looked at the questioner as if he had 
called him a rattlesnake. 
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I've been a mechanic all my life,” he 
declared, ‘] was a mechanic when I served 
Villa. He didn’t know whether cartridges 
should cost $7 or $700. I did...” 

Just to prove that Royce G. Martin is 
still a master mechanic, there was a pic- 
ture of him operating a lathe. 

This business of being a mechanic to the 
point of ferocity has carried over into Mr. 
Martin’s Thoroughbred breeding. Most 
market breeders produce fat. pretty year- 
lings for the sales ring. They know the 
fat does the horses no good; they know 
that the trainers and buyers know it; and 
they know that fat, pretty yearlings bring 
the highest prices, though everybody con- 
cerned is supposed to know better. When 
Royce Martin sells yearlings, they are 
likely to be the thinnest on the grounds, 
Applied biological mechanics: the future 
athletes of the race track have no business 
being fat. Prices? Martin doesn’t worry 
about prices. “Won’t hurt nobody but my 
partner, and he’s doing all right.” Partner, 
in the Martin language, is Uncle Sam. 

Returning to the Times story for a 
quote: “Royce gets along with his em- 
ployees. He doesn’t talk like a boss and 
his speech is not always grammatical.” 

Grammar or no grammar, Royce Mar- 
tin’s speech is literature. He is the busi- 
ness man’s James Joyce and Gertrude 
Stein. By an effort he can hold himself 
to terminology and imagery comprehen- 
sible to the average listener, but length- 
en the course to a mile and a half and let 
in an entry with slightly philosophical 
background, and the conversation of 
Royce G. Martin becomes the utterance 
of modern genius—all stream-of-conscious- 
ness and symbolism—and if the listener 
takes the wrong turn or misinterprets a 
symbol or pauses to try fitting a die-cut 
phrase into his own mental equipment. 
then he is lost in the torrent, and can 
only hold his breath until Martin looks 
at him sharply and inquires, as a matter 
of course, “Know what I mean?” Half 


the time, if more than five sentences have 
been put together, only one person knows 
what he means—Royce Martin. 
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Fortune and Time and some other mag- 
azines have had their chances already. 
It is about time for the Saturday Review 
of Literature to have a piece about the 
man. But no one reporter can do the job. 
It takes three men to listen to Royce 
Martin. 


This Is Education? 


Learning for Life is the title of a film 
which Carl Fein, alumni secretary at the 
University of Miami, has been sending 
about the country for showing to groups 
of high school students. Teachers all re- 
ported it good, wonderful, or something 
like that. But the principal of a high 
school at Elkhorn, Neb.. disapproved. 

“T have no objection to horse racing or 
to those who like it.” he wrote. “But by 
the farthest reaches of my imagination I 
cannot see how this thing is justified. This 
is education?” 

Somebody. it turned out. had slipped 
Racing Heritage into the wrong box, and 
the future leaders of Elkhorn had heard 
Jim Roach, Alex Robb, Marshall Cassidy. 
and some others explain all about racing 
to a pretty young thing who happened 
to have inherited some horses. 

Some educators don’t seem to recognize 
education unless it’s in the title. Owner- 
ship of a racing stable provides thorough 
courses in Arith. 1, Ec. 2, Soc. 1 and 2. 
Psych. 4. Anat. 1. Physiol. 1, and Nursing.

20th Birthday 
For Jamaica 


Jamaica opened the 1953 New York 
racing season on April 1, entertaining a 
crowd of more than 40,000 despite damp 
and chilling weather. The horse players, 
who kept themselves fairly busy putting 
nearly $3 million through the totalizator, 
probably did not stop to think of it in that 
way, but they were beginning the celebra- 
tion of Jamaica’s golden jubilee. 


The Metropolitan Jockey Club. which 
built the track, was organized in 1901. It 
chose a site in the woods four miles from 
the Long Island town of Jamaica and 
about fifteen miles from New York City, 
and began building there in 1902. An 
egg-shaped racing strip was laid out. A 
grandstand capable of seating about 9.000 
persons and a club house with a capacity 
of about 1,500 were built. with a huge 
receiving barn in the paddock between 
them. 


A big crowd, estimated at 15,000 per- 
sons, came out for the new track’s first 
day of racing on Monday, April 27. 1903 
(the meeting at Aqueduct had ended the 
previous Saturday). Weather was “fine.” 
and track fast. The first race. a handicap. 
was won by the 4-year-old Stevedore. 
owned by George E, Smith, better known 
to less successful horse players as Pitts- 
burgh Phil. The Bushwick Stakes. for 2- 
year-olds. $1,500 added, went to Foxhall 
P. Keene’s Palmbearer, trained by James 
Rowe, and the $5,000-added Excelsior 
Handicap, still one of the leading races 
at Jamaica, brought an easy victory for 
William Collins Whitney’s Blackstock, a 
4-year-old carrying 98 pounds. three 
pounds overweight, ridden by Grover 


Cleveland Fuller and trained by J. W.

Rogers. Two other features of the first 
meeting. the Rosedale Stakes and Youth- 
ful Stakes, are still being renewed an- 
nually. 

The Jamaica track, like most of the 
others in the country. was “dark” from 
1909 through 1915, but it survived to share 
in the revival of New York racing after 
the years of suspension. A year older 
than Belmont Park but more than ten 
years younger than Aqueduct, it is one 
of a handful of American tracks still in 
operation half a century or more after 
their inaugural meetings. 


Jamaica’s fiftieth anniversary was the 
subject of an article inthe “Recollections” 
of James M. Holmes in THE BLoop-HorseE 
of February 14. 

William H. Reynolds was the first presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan Jockey Club, 
George F, Dobson secretary, and Philip 
J. Dwyer manager. Officials at the first

The Unbuttoning at Jamaica; 


A Big Week for the Winfreys 


New York 

To say that racing on Long Island got 
away to a good start is putting it mildly. 
In the first four days at Jamaica last 
week. the attendance was 147.737. which 
isn't a record but must be close to one. 
Last Saturday the turnstile count was 
50.851. A man I know went from the club 
house to the paddock twice during the 
afternoon and lost all the buttons on his 
overcoat. and seven pounds. Said it was 
the best weight-reducing treatment he'd 
taken in years, At any rate. it was the 
largest crowd at a track since Memorial 
Day last year. 

This big parade is hardly a surprise. 
though. In Florida. Tropical Park and 
Hialeah had unusually successful meet- 
ings. and Gulfstream Park is still boom- 
ing along. Santa Anita did well. and at 
the moment Bowie is doing all right. too. 
A number of reasons for all this have 
been advanced by the profound ‘thinkers 
who feel the pulse of the nation and pre- 
dict its trends. For my part. I prefer to 
believe people go racing because they 
like to see horses run. 

I hardly need report that Jamaica looks 
the same as it always did. Splurging on 
gaudy innovations has never been the 
policy of the management. This is the 
golden jubilee year of the Metropolitan 
Jockey Club. however. and to celebrate 
it a flagpole was raised in the infield. 
with landscaping round it. and 1903-1953 
worked out in some kind of special green- 
ery. Right now the numerals are a little 
fuzzy. blending into the grass of the in- 
field. but no doubt they will perk up 
before long. 


Most appreciated by everybody are the 
new programs. They're really something 
extra—on heavy. white paper. and much 
better done than the souvenir programs 
you pay double for at some tracks. Some- 
where along the line the Metropolitan 
Jockey Club acquired a coat of arms. a 
pretty fancy one, Done in scarlet. blue. 
and gold, it’s printed on the programs 
and the books of the meeting. Sets them 
off like anything. 


WINFREYS AND HILDRETHS. Last 
week also was something of an old-home- 
week for the Winfrey family. On the 


opening day. Squared Away. trained by 
Cary for his daughter. Mrs. Jan Burke. 
won the Paumonok Handicap: and on 
Saturday. Bill Winfrey. Cary’s son, sad- 
dled three winners for Alfred Vanderbilt. 


one of them First Glance. in the Excel- 
sior Handicap. Cary Winfrey, as every- 
bedy knows. has been around the race 
track for a great many years: once he 
rubbed Jack Atkin for Barney Schreiber. 
and later he worked for Sam Hildreth. 
(The list of graduates from that school is 
a long and notable one.) 

By the way. Mrs. Hildreth was a visitor 
on the opening day and I found myself 
thinking of another afternoon I saw her at 
Jamaica. It was in the spring of 1927. and 
she was trying as surreptitiously as she 
could to empty the fragments of a broken 
mirror from her handbag. Chances are she 
was saying to her companion. “My good- 
ness. if Sam hears about this he won’t run 
a horse at the meeting.” And the chances 
are he wouldn't, for Hildreth probably had 
the most extensive collection of super- 
stitions of any horseman in the annals of 
racing, and he believed every one of them. 
He never heard about that broken mirror. 
though. and about an hour later he won 
the Paumonok Handicap with *Silver Fox. 


TRIAL BALLOON. Not in ever so long 
have I heard such a spate of diversified. 
and for the most part contrary. opinions 
as I did after Tahitian King beat Social 
Outcast by a neck the other afternoon. 
The only point on which there seemed 
to be any agreement—and there wasn’t 
too much of that—was that if the race 
had been at six furlongs. instead of five 
and a half, the result would have been 
the other way round. 

As it was Tahitian King’s first start 
hereabouts this season, a lot of people 
went to the paddock to have a look at 
him, and their estimates were interesting. 
if a little bewildering. You heard that 
Tahitian King had grown; that he hadn't: 
that he was fat; that he was too fine from 
hard training; that he needed more work. 
and so on, with variations. What excited 
the most adverse comment were his knees. 
One observer opined that they'd been 
fired. Of course they haven’t. but I dare- 
say they did look a bit rough. It’s re- 
markable what Kincade’s Anodyne can do. 

Tahitian King wasn’t hurried in the 
early stages of the race. and went round 
the leaders easily on the turn for home. 
However. when Social Outcast came up 
fast in the last furlong Arcaro used his 
whip smartly twice on Tahitian King. 
Incidentally. there was difference of opin- 
ion, too. as to how Arcaro handled Tahi- 
tian King, One school could find no fault 
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with it: another insisted that he did every- 
thing wrong. So there you are. 


No doubt about it. Social Outeast was 
at the top of his form. As the post parade 
started. Guerin, who rode him. said to 
Jim Conway. who'd just saddled Tahitian 
King. “Would you be very surprised if we 
beat you today?” Conway smiled broadly. 
“I certainly would.” he said. From all this 
you might think it was a two-horse race. 
It wasn’t. Actually. nine ran, and. just to 
keep the record straight. Hilarious was 
third. As to the others. I thought Navy 
Page was as good-looking a colt as any 
in the field. and that Fly Wheel. which 
didn’t look much like a *Mahmoud, fin- 
ished out very well. 


RIDING ORDERS. Not so awfully long 
ago I happened to hear a trainer give 
instructions to a rider. “This horse is all 
right.” he said. “but don’t take him to the 
inside of the track. and whatever you do, 
don’t use your whip. If you hit him, he'll 
stop to a walk.” Well. in the race. the boy 
took his mount to the inside all the way. 
Then, in the stretch. he drew his whip; 
and the harder he whipped the faster the 
horse ran. He whipped right to the win- 
ning-post. and won by something more 
than a length. After he weighed in, the 
boy looked up the trainer. “I thought you 
said that horse would stop if I used the 
whip.” he said. 


THE COVER HORSE 
In the fall of 1949 Herbert K. 


Stevens. Lexington horseman, was 
asked by Dr. F. E. Hull to buy a 
number of cheap mares to be used in 
connection with experimental work at 
the University of Kentucky. In the 
course of his buying at the Keeneland 
sales he got. for $200. an unprepossess- 
ing French-bred mare. *Chartreuse II. 
by Pougatchev. in foal to the young Hy- 
perion stallion *Half Crown. Offered a 
$50 profit, he sold the mare to J. Ray 
Waller. owner of Wickliffe Farm at 
Gahanna. Ohio. and promptly found 
another to fill her place in the group 
going to the University. 

The foal *Chartreuse II was carrying 
was Money Broker. which Mr. Waller 
sold as a yearling at Keeneland for 
$3.300 to P. A. Grissom and Edward 
Grosfield. Detroit- automobile dealers. 
Money Broker won six races as a 2- 
year-old, and on March 21 of this year 
won the $100.000-added Florida Derby 
at Gulfstream Park. 

Trainer V. W. (Tennessee) Wright, 
who had never won anything bigger 
than a $7.500 allowance race before 
the Florida Derby. now has the colt at 
Keeneland. In the cover picture Money 
Broker is shown with Jockey Al Popara, 
who rode him in Florida. Trainer 
Wright is on the pony.

The Frog Test for Pregnancy 


Editor’s note: The following is a sum- 
marized translation of a_ thesis, “La 
Prueba del Sapo en al Diagnostico de la 
Prenez en Yeguas,” submitted by Dr. J. 
Humberto Herrera Sabroso in partial ful- 
fillment of the requirements for a bache- 
lor’s (master’s) degree in the school of vet- 
erinary medicine at the Universidad Na- 
cional Mayor de San Marcos in Lima, 
Peru. The method described has no great 
practical usefulness in areas where veter- 
inarians are skilled in manual diagnosis of 
pregnancy, but it apparently provides one 
of the earliest, quickest, and surest tests 
involving an intermediate animal. Dr. 
Herrera, now studying North American 
veterinary practices, is currently associated 
with Dr. Robert E. Bardwell at Lexington. 


INTRODUCTION. The problem of diag- 
nosing pregnancy has been very important 
in the medical profession, especially the 
discovery of new tests which make for an 
early diagnosis. 

In veterinary medicine there have been 
used numerous reactive tests, successful 
in some cases and failures in others. The 
abandonment of some of the tests was 
caused by various factors, such as lack of 
reaction in the early stages of pregnancy, 
slowness in obtaining results, and difficulty 
in obtaining reactive animals. ... 

Results obtained with the frog test allow 
us to give assurance that it will be of 
great usefulness because of multiple ad- 
vantages: quick results, diagnosis in less 
than three hours; a very cheap reactive 
animal; repeated use of the same animal; 
use of the serum with no preparation; 
simple technique; precise diagnosis, with- 
out previous experience; and a high per- 
centage of accuracy—a combination of 
advantages not to be found in other tests. 


THE REACTIVE ANIMAL. The animal 
used in this study has been:the frog of 
Lima and its vicinity, Bufo espinulosis 
limensis. In general, we used male frogs 
of 100 grams or more in weight, and in 
some cases frogs of less than 100 grams. 
All of them gave a reaction to chorionic 
gonadotropin, but it was found better to 
use frogs of 100 grams or more, since this 
weight provides an indication that the ani- 
mals are matured. 

It is not difficult to distinguish the sex 
of the frog according to the following 
rules: (1) The skin of the male is more 
uniform in color; the females are marked 
by pronounced differences in pigmenta- 
tion. (2) In the dorsal region the skin of 
the male shows a great number of spiny 
bumps; the female is entirely smooth. (3) 


The forearm of the male is more devel- 
oped, (4) If the male is pressed. with 
the thumb and index finger. just behind 
the fore legs. he will croak: the female 
does not. (5) If the male is suspended by 
the hind legs and two fingers are placed 
between the fore legs, a reflex action oc- 
curs, the legs gripping the fingers. . . . 
After we made use of an animal we 
marked it with a numbered label, in order 
to avoid using it more than three times. 


METHOD. In making the pregnancy 
diagnosis the following steps are neces- 
sary: 

1) Extraction of 40 cc. of the mare’s 
blood, using a syringe with a capacity 
of 55 cc. and a No. 16 needle. The blood 
is placed in a tube of a sterile centrifuge 
of 50 cc. capacity, so as to separate the 
serum more rapidly. 

2) Injection of a variable quantity of 
the serum is one of the lymphatic sacs on 
the back of the frog. The needle is intro- 
duced on one side at a right angle to the 
vertebral column and thrust across to the 
other side to a point opposite the puncture; 
this is done to prevent the escape of the 
serum through the puncture. 

3) When the injection has been made 
the frog is placed in a closed cage with 
no light. Galli-Mainini reports that ani- 
mals in darkness are more sensitive to 
minor doses than are those exposed to 
light, and furthermore that the hormonal 
effect is more intense and of longer dura- 
tion if the animal is kept in darkness— 
generalizations which we were able to 
verify. 

4) Half an hour after the injection the 
frog is removed from the cage and urine 
is obtained by introducing a fine pipette 
into the cloaca. The frog is taken in the 
left hand, with the belly down, and the 
pipette introduced at an angle of abeut 
45 degrees from the horizontal plane in 
order to avoid injury. Once the penetra- 
tion has been made, the pipette is raised 
for further insertion. (Galli-Mainini rec- 
ommends holding the frog with the belly 
up.) In our work we have taken samples 
of the urine in 30 minutes, one, three. 
six, and 24 hours after the injection of 
the serum. 

5) One drop of the urine is placed on 
a slide for microscopic examination. with 
the diaphragm of the microscope slightly 
closed and a weak objective lens. 

6) If observation reveals spermatozoa 
in large or small numbers, with little or 
much motility, the test is considered posi- 
tive. If the first observation shows no

sperm, another is made. If samples taken 
six and 24 hours after the injection of 
serum fail to reveal the presence of sperm. 
the test is considered negative. 


RESULTS. In our work we used Thor- 
oughbred mares and mares owned by the 
army remount service. The mares may be 
classified in two groups: (1) Those tested 
by injecting three different volumes of 
serum (5, 10, and 20 cc.) into the frog. 
(2) Those for which only one test was 
made, with injections varying from 3 
to 20 ce. 

Group 1 comprises 20 cases, which we 
have subdivided into five periods accord- 
ing to duration of pregnancy, with four 
cases in each of the five subdivisions: 36 
to 42 days, 66 to 72, 96 to 102, 126 to 
132, and 156 to 162. 

Positive reactions were obtained after 
39, 40. and 41 days of pregnancy. The 
reactions were slow when 10 cc. of serum 
was used, and rapid with 20 cc. One of 
the cases had been studied previously, at 
37 days. giving negative results for 5, 10, 
and 20 cc. of serum. 

In the group with gestation of 66 to 72 
days, and also in the group with 96 to 
102 days, quick reactions were obtained in 
all cases, and at all three levels of the 
injected dosages. 

In the animals with gestation of 12 to 
130 days a negative result was obtained 
with an injection of 5 cc., a slow positive 
reaction with 10 cc., and a fast positive 
reaction with 20 cc. 

In the last group, 156 to 162 days, the 
test gave a negative result for each of the 
three dosages. with the exception of one 
case, in which a low positive reaction re- 
sulted from an injection of 20 cc. At 
this stage, two of the cases still showed 
a positive reaction to the Ascheim-Zondek 
(rabbit) test, and pregnancy in the other 
two cases was confirmed by manual ex- 
amination. 

In the second group were 100 mares 
tested after supposed gestation of 37 to 
145 days. Results obtained by the use of 
frogs were checked later by other diag- 
nostic methods. 

Among the 100 mares examined there 
were 63 positive reactions and 37 nega- 
tive. All the positive diagnoses proved 
correct. Two of the negative results were 
in the cases of mares which really were 
pregnant. One of these was a mare preg- 
nant for 98 days, with an injection of 
12 cc. of serum into a frog weighing 62 
grams: the quantity of serum was sufh- 
cient to give a positive reaction, and the 
error probably was owing to the sexual im- 
maturity of the frog. The second incor- 
rect result was in the case of a mare 145 
days pregnant, after an injection of 10 
cc. of serum into an apparently adult 
frog; the false reading here was owing 


to the fact that in an advanced pregnancy 
larger quantities of serum are necessary. 


CONCLUSIONS. We propose a new 
test for the diagnosis of pregnancy in 
mares, using the serum of the mares and 
the male frog (Bufo espinulosis limensis) 
as the reactive animal. The frog should 
be isolated for a short time before being 
used and should weigh not less than 100 
grams. 

The quantities of serum which would be 
injected are as follows: Gestation less 
than 60 days, 10 to 20 cc.; 60 to 110 days, 
5 to 10 cc.; 110 to 140 days, 10 to 20 
cc. For pregnancy of more than 140 days. 
other diagnostic tests are recommended. 

Of all the diagnostic tests of pregnancy. 
the frog test has given the earliest results 
and proved most exact. Allowing the ex- 
planations given for the two incorrect re- 
sults in the second group of 100 mares. 
we can affirm that it was 100 per cent 
efficient. 

In simplicity of method, rapidity of re- 
action, exactitude, precocity, and low cest. 
it is superior to tests more widely used 
(Cuboni, Ascheim-Zondek, etc.) .

Joseph A. Goodwin 


Joseph A. Goodwin. owner of Patchen 
Wilkes Farm at Lexington. died in his 
sleep about 5 o'clock on the morning of 
April 7 at Hollywood, Fla. He and Mrs. 
Goodwin had been vacationing there since 
late in February. They were staying near 
Gulfstream Park. where Anthony Rupelt 
had a few of Mr. Goodwin's horses in 
training. 


Joe Goodwin, 62 years old at the time 
of his death, was a native of Science Hill, 
Ky., and had lived since childhood in Lex- 
ington, where he attended high school and 
the University of Kentucky. He had been 
an automobile dealer for about 37 years. 


In 1930, along with his brother, the 
late George Goodwin, he bought Patchen 
Wilkes Farm, which had been a noted 
Standardbred nursery when it was owned 
by W. E. D. Stokes. Within a few years 
he added a small number of Thoroughbred 
broodmares to the other livestock. His 
modest investments proved successful, and 
at the time of his death he had the stal- 
lions Papa Redbird and Ky. Colonel and 


about 25 mares. 
At a Fasig-Tipton sale at Lexington in 


October, 1942, when the bloodstock mar- 
ket was nearing zero. Mr. Goodwin spent 
$25 to buy the *Royal Minstrel mare Min- 
strelette and $150 for her weanling filly 
by Jack High. consigned by W. H. La- 
Boyteaux’s Hop Creek Farms. The wean- 
ling. named Jack’s Jill. was a stakes win- 
ner in four seasons and earned $119.640. 
In 1943 Mr. Goodwin bought the stallion 
Balladier from E. R. Bradley for a small 
sum, and in 1946, to the cover of Balladier. 
Minstrelette produced Ky. Colonel. a 
stakes winner in two seasons. 


Another 1942 purchase. for $500. was 
Elmendorf Farm’s young mare Taj Bibi 
(*Sickle—Black Queen. by Pompey). 
which in 1945 produced Papa Redbird. by 
Baliadier. Papa Redbird won the 1948 
Arlington Classic and earned a total of 


$131,375. 


Goodwin usually found unusual names 
for his horses. Among them were Ten 
Gallon Hat. Old Ky. Ham, Southern 
Cookn, and Coonskin Cap. Last year at 
Keeneland one of his yearlings struck a 
slightly comical cross-legged pose. and 
he went off to the races with the name 
Bbl of Monkeys. “When they win the 
name looks good,” Joe Goodwin said. 


Mr. Goodwin is survived by his wife. 
Mrs. Jane Land Goodwin, a sister, Mrs. 
Marietta Tenney, of Lexington. two 
nephews, and a niece.

Whirlaway’s Sudden Death 


On the morning of April 6 Whirlaway 
was bred to a mare at Marcel Boussac’s 
Haras Fresnay-le-Buffard in France. Ten 
minutes later he died in his stall. Count 
Francois de Brignac, manager of Mr. 
Boussac’s Thoroughbred interests, was 
quoted in news stories to the effect that 
death resulted from the rupture of a nerve 
tissue. 


Foaled April 2, 1938, at Warren Wright's 
Calumet Farm, Lexington, Whirlaway was 
one of the first American offspring of 
*Blenheim II, in which Mr. Wright owned 
a quarter-interest. His dam, the unraced 
Dustwhirl, by Sweep out of Ormonda 
(stakes winner, dam of Brevity, etc.). by 
Superman, had been bought privately 
from A. B. Hancock after her son Reaping 
Reward, by *Sickle, had gained distinc- 
tion as a racer. Mr. Hancock had bought 
the mare, carrying Reaping Reward, from 


her breeder, Joseph E. Widener. 


Middle-sized, graceful, powerful, cour- 
ageous, and high-strung beyond the 
normal range of Thoroughbred tempera- 
ment, Whirlaway won seven of his 16 
races at two, including the Saratoga 
Special, Hopeful, Breeders’ Futurity, and 
Walden Stakes. At three he won the Ken- 
tucky Derby (in 2:0125, a record which 
still stands), Preakness, Belmont, Dwyer. 
Travers Stakes, Saranac Handicap, Amer- 
ican Derby, and Lawrence Realization. In 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup he lost by a 
nose to Market Wise, which ran the two 
miles in 3:2044, a new American record. 
As a 4-year-old, racing mostly in handi- 
caps and carrying weights ranging up to 
132 pounds, he won 12 of his 22 races. 
was second in eight others, unplaced in 
none, and earned $211,250, then a record 
sum for a 4-year-old. 

In winning the Louisiana Handicap. last 
race of his 4-year-old season, Whirlaway 
injured his left fore leg. Trainer Ben 
Jones nursed him carefully, tried him 
again in two races at Washington Park 
the following June. Beaten twice, Whirla- 
way was retired to the stud at Calumet 
Farm. The mayor of Lexington proclaimed 
Whirlaway Homecoming Day, the Board 
of Commerce organized a reception at the 
farm, and Congressman Virgil M. Chap- 
man made the welcoming address. Whirla- 
way, with 32 wins, 15 seconds, and 9 
thirds in 60 starts, had earned the record 
sum of $561,161. He had shown the speed 
of a champion and the courage of a hero. 
Not since Man o’ War had a horse returned 
to Kentucky so laden with laurels. 

At the beginning of his stud service 
Whirlaway had the choice mares at Calu- 
met Farm and from other breeders, but 
he was soon superseded in favor by Bull 
Lea. The first Whirlaways raced in 1947, 
and through 1951 his 283 year-starters 


Whirlaway, the first half-million dollar winner. 


had earned $1,631,330—or $5.764 per 
starter per year. His best runners in- 
cluded Whirl Some, Scattered. Duchess 
Peg, Dart By, Whirl Flower. Going Away. 
Whirling Fox, Whirling Bat. Everness. 
Risk a Whirl, Away Away, and (in Eng- 
land) Javotte and Twirler, the last-named 
a promising 3-year-old of the current 
season. 

In 1950 Marcel Boussac first saw Whirl- 
away at Calumet Farm, murmured. “C'est 
pour moi,” and arranged for a three-year 
lease of the stallion. Later he negotiated 
an outright purchase. Whirlaway’s oldest 
offspring at the famous Boussac nursery 
are yearlings. He will have two full crops 
to run in France, plus a limited number 
of foals of 1954,

First Glance, as well as Bryan G., showed prom- 
ise in Jamaica’s opening day Paumonok Handicap 
(First Glance was a fast-closing fourth in the 
shorter race, and Bryan G. finished second), so 
the son of Discovery was at only slightly longer 
odds than the favored Bryan G. in the Excelsior 
Handicap three days later. Having the route length- 
ened from six furlongs to a mile and a sixteenth 
apparently was to First Glance’s advantage, for he 
scored an easy two-length victory. 

Bryan G. was used up in taking the lead from 
Sun Rene after the first two furlongs and setting 
the pace to the stretch. He could not hold off 
First Glance’s bid, but finished more than a length 
in front of Sun Rene, which was disqualified for 
interfering with Dark Count as he tired in the 
stretch run. The winner received one pound from 
Bryan G., but carried from seven to 20 pounds 
more than any of the other starters. 

Winning the race raised First Glance’s lifetime 
earnings to $105,925, which makes him the sixth 
$100,000-winner sired by Discovery. Others are 
Loser Weeper, Conniver, Knockdown, New Moon, 
and Thwarted. Discovery, sire of 19 stakes winners 
in addition to First Glance, stands at Sagamore 
Farm in Maryland. Alfred G. Vanderbilt, who 
owns Sagamore Farm (where First Glance was 
foaled May 22, 1947). has bred seven other winners 
of as much as $100,000—Bed 0’ Roses, Next Move, 
Loser Weeper, Conniver, Knockdown, Thwarted, 
and Native Dancer. 

First Glance’s pedigree and family notes were 
published on page 91 of the January 10 issue of 
Tue Broop-Horse, with an account of his victory 
in the Pales Verdes Handicap.

Jamaica began its fiftieth anniversary meeting 
on April Fool’s Day, and the betting went accord- 
ingly—not one favorite won in eight races. The 
feature race was the track’s traditional opener, the 
Paumonok Handicap, in its 44th running. Favored 
for last year’s running of the Paumonok, Squared 


Away gave way in the stretch and finished second. 
This year he was the bettors’ second choice, but 
he made up for last year by registering an easy 
344-length win after leading from soon after the 
start. 

Foaled April 12, 1947, Squared Away was bred 
by the estate of William H. LaBoyteaux, which 
sold him with his dam in the 1947 Saratoga sales. 
The mare and foal went for $30,000 to Christopher 
T. Chenery, under whose colors Squared Away first 
appeared as a 3-year-old of 1950. He was claimed 
later that year for $8.000 by his present owner, 
Mrs. Jan Burke. At four, he won the New Ro- 
chelle Handicap and placed second in the Fall 
Highweight Handicap. 

The Paumonok was Squared Away’s first start 
since last November 11, when he won the Autumn 
Day Handicap over the same track. His other 1952 
stakes placings were a first in the Interborough 
Handicap, seconds in the Paumonok and Fleetwing 
Handicaps. and thirds in the Bay Shore and Rose- 
ben Handicaps. 

Since victory in the Paumorok raised his lifetime 
earnings to $119,315, Squared Away is the third 
$100.000-winner bred by Mr. LaBoyteaux or his 
estate (others are Jack’s Jill and Pipette), and 
the second by *Piping Rock. sire also of Pipette. 
*Piping Rock. the property of a syndicate, stands 
at Pine Brook Farm, Warrenton, Va. Imperatrice. 
one of the best fillies of her year and dam of two 
stakes winners besides Squared Away, has a yearling 
filly by *Princequillo, and is due to foal to Dis- 
covery this year.

Hueso was foaled May 28, 1950. on Elmendorf 
Farm, then owned by P. A. B. Widener IIT. When 
Elmendorf was acquired later that year by Tink- 
ham Veale IT and Sam Costello. a group of wean- 
lings including Hueso was sold privately to E. E. D, 
Shaffer's Coldstream Stud, which consigned the 
son of Roman to the 1951 Keeneland Summer Sales. 
He was repurchased there by Elmendorf for $9,000, 
and made his first start as a 2-year-old of 1952 for 
Mr. Veale. Hueso then made four starts for Mrs, 
W. A. Kelly, getting his only stakes placing of the 
year. a third in the Wakefield Stakes. He then 
became the property of his present owner, Robert 
P. Levy. and broke his maiden the first time out 
under this ownership. Hueso’s best placing in five 
starts this year prior to the Cherry Blossom Stakes 
was a second. 

In the seven-furlong Cherry Blossom Stakes, 
which is primarily a prep for the Chesapeake 
Stakes, Hueso got off slowly, had to circle most 
of the field, and outfinished his stablemate- Main 
Bout. which had been one of the leaders from the 
start. Main Bout is owned by Leon Levy (Jaclyn 
Stable), father of the winning owner. New Dream, 
receiving three pounds from each of the first two 
horses, stayed near the front all the way to finish 
third. 

Hueso, which has been nominated for the Ken- 
tucky Derby and the Belmont Stakes, is the 26th 
stakes winner by Roman. That syndicate-owned sire 
stands at Elmendorf Farm. Hueso is somewhat in- 


bred as his grandsire, *Sir Gallahad III, is a 
brother to Hueso’s third dam, *Marguerite de 
Valois.

Background Notes 
On Racing Board 


URBANA 


On March 31. Gov. William G. Strat- 
ton. Republican. appointed Paul Serdar. 
of Wadsworth. prominent Thoroughbred 
breeder and owner, as chairman of the 
Illinois Racing Board. re-appointed Wil- 
liam S. Miller, and retained Frank R. 
Warton, both incumbent members of the 
board. Miller and Warton were appointed 
originally by former Gov. Adlai Steven- 
son. Democrat. While Hlinois racing com- 
missioners nominally are named for six- 
year terms, it has been an established 
political custom for incumbents to offer 
their resignation to the governor at the 
beginning of a new State administration. 
Goy. Stratton named Miller for a new 
term, and declined to accept Warton’s 
resignation, The State Senate confirmed 
the appointments as soon as they were 
submitted by the governor. 


Miller, like Serdar, is a breeder and 
former owner of a racing stable. Warton 
has been identified with hunt and steeple- 
chase sport, and once was an amateur 
rider in England. 


Chairman Serdar. 39, is perhaps the 
largest breeder of Thoroughbreds in IIli- 
nois. He also owns an extensive racing 
stable. Quite apart from the political con- 
siderations which usually prevail. Serdar’s 
appointment was favored by many breed- 
ers, owners, and other horsemen, and also 
by some of the most substantial and in- 
fluential agricultural interests in the State. 
He is a former president of the Illinois 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association and 
is now a member of its board of directors, 


At his Locust Lawn Farm at Wadsworth. 
about 40 miles north of Chicago. Serdar 
has a large band of mares and the stal- 
lions Count Domino. Parasang, and Corona 
Corona. His racing stable. operated in the 
name of his wife. Harriet. includes the 
American grass track record-holder Adap- 
tion (six furlongs in 1:10). and a number 
of promising 2-year-olds by the home stal- 
lions and The Dude. A division of the 
Locust Lawn Farm Stable. trained by the 
international polo star Delmar W. Carroll. 
campaigned during the winter at New Or- 
leans and is now at Hawthorne. In view of 
his appointment as chairman of the racing 
board, Serdar may withdraw from active 
ownership of a racing stable. although 
there is no legal or moral obligation to 
do so. 


Besides Locust Lawn Farm. which is 
devoted exclusively to Thoroughbreds and 
where he resides with his wife and four 


‘children. Mr, Serdar engages in general 
farming on an additional 400 acres. He 
also operates a mink ranch, one of the 
largest in the country. and is the founder 
of the Great Lakes Mink Breeders Asso- 
ciation, 


Mr. Serdar is widely known as an au- 
thority on animal nutrition, He began his 
research and experiments in that subject 
while associated with Abbott Laboratories 
some years ago. He owns Imperial Pro- 
ducts Company. manufacturers of food 
supplements for animals. He recently 
established the Numanna_ Laboratories. 
devoted to further research and develop- 
ment of animal nutrients. 


Commissioner Miller. 51, close personal, 
political, business. and racing associate 
of former Gov. John Stelle (Democrat). 
was first appointed to the racing board in 
April, 1951, by former Democratic Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson. Miller succeeded Bern- 
ard J. Fallon, who resigned to become 
president of Ben Lindheimer’s Washing- 
ton Park Jockey Club. 


In the 1952 campaign, Miller and 
Stelle supported Stratton for governor, 
the former’s reappointment to the racing 
board thus being deemed a “natural.” 
When he became a board member in 1951. 
Miller disposed of his racing stable but 
continued to engage in breeding on a small 
scale. He has some breeding stock in 
Tennessee. 


On a trip to Europe in the fall of 1951, 
Miller bought a yearling filly in France. 
Stelle. who learned of the purchase while 
attending the Keeneland sales, bought a 
filly by the French-bred *Basileus II con- 
signed by Mildred Woolwine. “I want to 
show Miller I don’t have to go clear to 
France to get some French blood.” Stelle 
said. 

A resident of Ottawa, Miller is vice 
president and general manager of the J. 
E. Porter Steel Corporation. chairman of 
a bank, and president of the Potomac 
Engineering Company. of Chicago. 

Mr. Warton is a vice president of the 
Quaker Oats Company. He travels ex- 
tensively. is a frequent visitor at race 
tracks in this and foreign countries. 

Clement A. Nance. secretary of the 
racing board under the administration of 
Republican Gov, Dwight H. Green (1941- 
1948) was appointed to his old job by 
Gov. Stratton several weeks ago. He is 
a member of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee. and formerly held some 
receiverships under the state auditor. As 
a candidate for city treasurer of Chicago 
in 1939, Nance was on the same ticket 
with Green. who ran for mayor, and with 
John William Chapman, a candidate for 
city clerk. All were defeated, but when 
Green was elected governor the following 
year he took care of both Nance and Chap- 
man, the latter becoming secretary to the 
governor. Chapman is now _lieutenant- 
governor of Illinois. 


LEGISLATION 


Tennessee Racing Bill 


On March 25 Senators Carl Hardin and 
Frank Taylor. of Davidson County, intro- 
duced in the Tennessee legislature a bill 
providing for the legalization of  pari- 
mutuel wagering on horse races and for 
the creation of a state racing commission 
of which the governor would be a member 
ex officio. 


Tennessee was one of the many states 
which kicked out racing as an unsavory 
form of entertainment in the first decade 
of the twentieth century. Since that time 
numerous bills providing for its reinstate- 
ment as a respectable institution have 
been introduced and promptly killed. 
The 1953 measure evoked a_ stronger 
negative response than usual throughout 
the State—suggesting. perhaps. that it 
had a better than usual chance of passage. 

If it does pass the General Assembly, 
Gov. Frank G. Clement has given notice 
that he will veto it. In Tennessee, how- 
ever, a veto can be overridden by a sim- 
ple majority vote. The governor's state- 
ment included the following comment: 

“Many of the people interested in the 
passage of this bill are not any more 
anxious to do harm to our great State 
than the rest of us, and they do not feel 
that the passage of the bill would be 
harmful . . . but on this point we have 
an honest difference of opinion because I 
feel it would be a backward step in the 
moral progress of our State. 

“IT see no way under their proposal to 
prevent professional gamblers and unde- 
sirable racketeering elements from tak- 
ing advantage of the loophole provided 
by them, and therefore (legalization of 
betting would) bring vice and hardship 
to those least able to afford same. even 
though another group might try to keep 
their activities on a different plane.” 


MODERN MONEY 


Figures compiled by the service bureau 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations: 

The 234 feature races scheduled between 
April 1 and September 12 will have an 
added money value of $5.056.000. They 
will be run at 24 different tracks. and will 
include eight $100,000 races. 

From 1908 through 1919, there was less 
money distributed at all tracks through- 
out each year than will be paid out in 
these 234 races. 

The total purse distribution for 3.515 
days and 29,051 races of 1952 came to a 
record $63,950,236. Averages for the 
year: $18,194 per day; $2,201 per race;

Star of the McCarthy dis- 
persal is the 3-year-old Van Crosby 
(Broke Even—Lady Patrol, by Republic), 
stakes winner at two last year and win- 
ner of $35,100.

TRACKS & MEETINGS 


Keeneland Opening 


Keeneland Race Course was to open 
this week, on April 9, for an 11-day meet- 
ing which the track’s management assures 
will be one of the most interesting in its 
history. The reasons for the track’s good 
feeling: a wealth of good horses, and an 
unusually pleasant training season. 

A dozen handsful of “name” horses, in- 
cluding several candidates for the Ken- 
tucky Derby and other classics, have been 
nominated for one or more of Keeneland’s 
biggest stakes races—runners like Happy 
Go Lucky, Mark-Ye-Well, Hill Gail, Breeze 
By, Cerise Reine. Bubbley, *Iceberg II, Oil 
Capitol, Smoke Screen, Money Broker, 
Correspondent. There are 650 horses on 
the grounds, and, as Track Manager Wil- 
liam T. Bishop said, “If good horses make 
a meeting, we should have the best in our 
history.” 

Keeneland’s biggest stakes are the 
$10,000 Phoenix Handicap, April 11; the 
$15,000 Ashland Stakes, April 15; the 
$10,000 Ben Ali Handicap. April 18; the 
$10,000 Lafayette Stakes, April 22; and 
the $25,000 Blue Grass Stakes, which 
catches many of the Derby eligibles, on 
April 23. 

One factor which many horsemen be- 
lieve has helped the meeting is the good 
training weather which helped handlers 
ready their charges for spring campaign- 
ing. There have been few days this winter 
when horses could not safely be sent out 
for conditioning, and many trainers who 
usually winter elsewhere spent their 
months at Keeneland, which is open the 
year around.

New Virus Strain 


The Grayson Research Laboratory has 
succeeded in isolating a strain of equine 
influenza virus. the first isolation reported 
since 1941, Col. J. H. Kintner. director of 
the laboratory, announced this week. The 
laboratory at the University of Maryland 
was established at the College Park cam- 
pus in 1950 by the Grayson Foundation 
for long-time studies of the virus disease. 
one of the most highly contagious of those 
to which horses are susceptible. 


Prior to the new isolation, the laboratory 
carried on its research with strain 183 of 
equine influenza virus, which was isolated 
in 1941 during extensive work on the 
virus by the Army at Front Royal. Va.. 
from 1939 through 1947. The Army dis- 
continued research on equine diseases and 
conditions in 1947 because of its mechan- 
ization. 


So far as is known, strain 183 and the 
newly isolated strain. Grayson I, are the 
only ones currently being maintained in 
any laboratory, and the Grayson Labor- 
atory will continue study on both with 
the aim of eliminating equine influenza 
and associated respiratory conditions. It 
is hoped that the newly isolated strain 
will be more co-operative in allowing it- 
self to be adapted to animals smaller 
than the horse, the only experimental ani- 
mal now able to be infected with the virus. 
This and the fact that no test has been 
developed as yet for determining the 
presence of the virus beyond exposure of 
another horse to infectious material are 
the two principal handicaps in the re- 
search studies, the laboratory said. 

Four passages of the Grayson I strain 
have been made into horses. In addition, 
a horse infected with Grayson I was 
challenged upon its convalescence with 
strain 183 and, conversely. a horse in- 
fected with strain 183 was challenged with 
Grayson I. Neither horse was infected a

second time so that Grayson I may be 


the same strain or a substrain of strain — 


183. Since no blood test has yet heen 
devised, there is now no way of determin. 
ing the exact relationship between the 
two. but tests have shown that newly iso. 
lated strains often are more amenable jn 
some respects to various laboratory pro.- 
cedures. 

The isolation of Grayson I was accom. 
plished through a field trip of Colonel 
Kintner’s to the Florida race tracks this 
winter in anticipation of an equine influ- 
enza epidemic which never came. The 
Colonel had made six previous field trips 
to racing and stabling areas at Hialeah, 
Belmont, and Laurel Parks. three in 195] 
and three in 1952. Five of these trips 
were results of epidemics then in existence, 
Samples of blood and nasal washings from 
infected horses were taken and packed in 
dry ice, Attempts to infect experimental 
horses at the laboratory with this material 
were made with negative results. 

Anticipating a similar outbreak in the 
same areas in January. 1953. Colonel 
Kintner turned once again to Hialeah in 
anticipation of a new strain of influenza. 
Stabling conditions in January were sim- 
ilar to those in previous years, the number 
of animals in the areas was even greater, 
age groups were approximately the same, 
and all other apparent conditions were 
similar. Surprisingly. very few influenza 
cases appeared. More surprisingly, the 
nasal washings from two infected cases 
were responsible, when injected into two 
susceptible colts. for Grayson I strain. 
Colonel Kintner believes that the groups 
of horses were, for some unknown reason, 
highly resistant to the disease, which would 
account for the rare occurrence of cases 
and for the fact that the virus in this 
instance was very virulent and so facili- 
tated the reproduction of the disease.

Californian Asks 
More Racing Dates 


Some drastic changes in the calendar 
of operations of California race tracks 
were advocated last week by John de Blois 
Wack, one of the state’s prominent owners 
and breeders. He told a meeting of the 
Hollywood Turf Club and the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and _ Protective Association, 
that California would have to offer better 
summertime racing, if it hoped to com. 
pete with booming eastern tracks. A_bet- 
er racing program in California, he said, 
was the only way that California horse. 
men could stay in business and make ends 
meet. 

Wack thought it ridiculous that there 
is “only one first-class meeting from April 
to October” in his State. This means there 
simply are not enough racing opportuni- 
ties to support a stable, he said. 

Wack said it costs about $7,000 a month 
te run a 15-horse stable, and that a stable 
must net $70.000 between the end of one 
Santa Anita Park meeting and the start 
of the next. “Between the competition of 
Calumet Farm and the lack of racing op- 
portunities in California it’s almost im- 
possible to do that. I welcome the compe- 
tition but deplore the lack of opportunities 
to run horses,” he said. 

Many eastern states have racing simul- 
taneously, and there should be a similar 
situation in San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
and San Diego, Wack said.
